Welcome! 

We f d like to give you a brief introduction concern¬ 
ing your part in the March 20th f A Star is Born' concert & show. 

We feel this production will be one of the greatest in live concert 
history, and with your knowledge of a few facts, and your cooperation 
with scheduling, it will operate flawlessly. As this is the first 
major outdoor concert designed specifically for a major motion 
picture, there will be quite a few new and unfamiliar areas with 
which we'll all have to deal. Barwood Films, Ltd., a division of 
Warner Brothers, and First Artists are involved in shooting specific 
scenes of and around this concert, and their entire filming crew and 
cast (totaling over 120 personnel) will be in and around the show 
stage and the backstage environment. The object of the concert is 
for everyone to totally enjoy themselves in a comfortable backstage 
environment and concert situation, and to have as much of a standard 
outdoor production as possible, to capture on film. There will be 
several time slots during which the filming company will shoot 'sets' 
on stage and will ask for audience participation...these will be 
discussed somewhat further in the show running order below. 


#1 - SOUND CHECKS 


At the present time, filming is scheduled to take place on and 
around the stage from Tuesday, the 16th, through Friday afternoon, 
the 19th. This filming does not involve any acts, only Warner 
Brothers artists. Our problem is that, until filming is finished 
and all of the necessary footage has been obtained, we cannot schedule 
definite times for sound checks, etc. Therefore, all acts wishing to 
do sound checks must be available in Phoenix by 12:00 Noon, Friday, 
the 19th, and will be called by us several hours prior to scheduled 
sound check time. The order for sound checks will be as follows:

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#2 - SHOW TIME/DOOR OPEN 

Due to filming and lighting requirements, we must have 
a full audience by 9:00 AM on Saturday, therefore all advertisements 
state that doors will be closed at 9:00am. Doors are scheduled for 
a 6:00 am opening, but will probably open unscheduled at 4:00 am. 


#3 - EQUIPMENT 

For reasons of filming continuity, it is desirable to 
have as much of the groups 1 equipment at the stadium as early in the 
week as possible, from the 16th on. (The area will be under twenty- 
four hour guard, and well secured.) Filming prior to the concert 
will consist of scenes on and around the stage, and it would be very 
helpful to the film crew to have the stage set up during the week be 
as close as possible to the actual visual set up of the stage on the 
day of the show. All special equipment arrangements, whether they 
be transportation, rentals needed, airport pickups, etc., should 
be telephoned in to me as soon as possible at the backstage produc¬ 
tion office at Sun Devil Stadium: 602/968-7209. The setup of 
equipment ahead of time, as outlined above, is not necessary, but 
would be extremely helpful to the production of the film. 

In any event, all equipment must be at the site no later than 11am 
Friday morning, the 19th, accompanied by qualified set-up personnel *

Passes will be available to your group manager/road 
manager for backstage access on Friday, the 19th, upon your arrival. 

Due to the filming and the invaluable equipment in the vicinity, 
security will be at its tightest — you must wear your passes, please, 
at all times. 


#6 - CATERING 


Three meals will be served during the course of the 
day, which will be available to you, your crew and guests. Arrange¬ 
ments are made for vegetarians. 


#7 - STAGE SECURITY 

PLEASE NOTE: Absolutely no other personnel other than 
working musicians, active management and road crew personnel will be 
allowed on the stage, and ONLY during that individual group's perform¬ 
ance. ABSOLUTELY NO GUESTS ON STAGE — NO EXCEPTIONS. 


If there are any questions concerning scheduling, or problems with 
any transportation or hotel reservations, please don't hesitate to 
call Gail Barrett at the backstage office 602/968-7285. 

One last word. As all groups and ourselves will be putting this 
show on primarily for Barwood Films, Inc., First Artists and Warner 
Brothers, our primary aim is to cooperate with them in every way 
possible, while at the same time, putting on as natural and professional 
a day's concert as we can. All of us should be prepared for some 
minor schedule changes regarding either sound checks or day of show 
scheduling, as the filming schedule may dictate — be assured, as soon 
as we know, you will know. 

If anyone has any problem, no matter how slight it may be, please 
contact us as soon as possible so that we can make the necessary 
adjustments to assure the continuity of our sound check and show 
schedules.
